ISTo  consent  of  the  Governor 
General  was  announced  at  any  stage  nor  was  any  resolution  passed  previously 
to  the  introduction  of  the  Bill.  This  seems  to  be  a  precedent  exactly  in 
point.  The  Bill  is  a  consolidating  and  amending  Bill,  and,  in  the  case  of 
such  Bills,  it  is  oiilv  when  tJiere  are  clause?  imposing  new  burdens  that  it  i<- 
necessary  to  consider  these  first  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole.  The  object 
aimed  at  in  such  Bills  is  to  give  the  old  law  a  new  and  more  convenient  form.
